1  .  Medical . 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  not  in  private  practice  and 
holds  the  appointment  of  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Repton 
Joint  Isolation  Hospital. 

Tuberculosis  Officers  and  Medical  Officers  for  School, 
Maternity  and  Child  V/elfare  work  are  employed  by  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council. 

2 .  Non-Medical . 

For  sanitary  administration  the  district  is  divided  into  two 
areas,  North  and  South,  each  in  charge  of  a  Sanitary  Inspector. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities . 

The  Derbyshire  County  Council  maintain  Bacteriological  and 
Chemical  Laboratories  at  their  offices  in  Derby,  which  are  freely 
used  by  practitioners  throughout  the  district. 

(b )  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Ambulance  service  throughout  the  district  is  adequate 
for  normal  requirements .

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OE  THU  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Piped  supplies  come  from  the  following  sources:- 

(1 )  Mickleover  Parish  and  part  of  Stenson  Road  in  the  Parish  of 
Twyford  &  Stenson  are  supplied  from  the  Derby  Corporation  mains. 

(2)  The  South,. Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  supplies  the 
following  parishes : -  Castle  Gresley,  Cauldwell,  Coton-in-the-Elms , 
Egginton,  Etwall,  Flndern,  Hilton,  Linton,  Lullington,  Netherseal, 
Newton  Solney,  Renton,  Rosliston,  Walton-on-Trent ,  Willington,  and 
part  of  Brefby  and  Drakelow. 

..  During  the  year  the  South  Staffordshire  Works  Company 

completed  their  main  from  the  Egginton-Etwall  cross  roads  to  the  parish 
of  HiltOn . 

(3)  The  Parish  of  Hatton  and  part  of  Poston  are  supplied  by  water 
purchased  from  the  Tutbury  Rural  District  Council. 

(4)  The  Parishes  of  Wood vi lie  and  Over seal  are  supplied  from  a  well 

at  Smisby,  supplemented  by  water  obtained  from  the  Ashby  ahd  Swadlin¬ 
cote  Joint  Water  Board.  The  hamlet  qf  .Milton  and  part  ,  of  Bretby 
have  also  a  piped  supply  from  the  Ashby' and  Swadlincote  Joint  V/ater 
Board.  "  . 

(5)  The  Parish  of  Hartshorne  is  supplied  with  water  from  springs 
at  Several  Woods,  which  gravitates  to  a  .covered  reservoir,  and  the 
Parish  of  Ticknall  from  springs ' in  the  village,  which  is  pumped  up 

to  a  high  level  reservoir  and;  distributed  by 'gravitation;  the  supplies 
are  ample.  : 

The  remainder  of  the  parishes  are  supplied  from  wells  and  springs,

During  the  year  26  samples  of -water-  have  been  sent  for  analysis, 

8  were  examined  chemically,  and  18  bacteriologically . 

Public .Supplies : -  Samples,  of  water  were  taken  for  analysis  from 
public  supplies  in  the  parishes  of  Egginton,  Etwall,  Pindern,  Hatton, 
Hartshorne,  Mickleover,  Smisby,  Ticknall,  and  Willington,  and  were  all 
found  satisfactory.  nuonu:  •.  .  • '  • 

Netherseal .  -  Twelve  Council'  houses  in  Main  Street'  now  obtain 
drinking  water  by  means  of  three  standpipes , from  the  South  Stafford¬ 
shire  Waterworks  Company.  The  water  will  be  laid  inside  the 

houses  after  the  war. 

Chlorination  of  V/ater  Supply.,  -  Work  is  now  proceeding  on  the 
•installation  of  the  "chlorination  plant  in  the  Council's  water  schemes. 


SEWERAGE  &  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Report  of  Engineer  &  Surveyor; 

Bretby . -  The  Sewage  Scheme  having  been  completed  and  taken  over  by 
the  Council,  the  foul  drains  from  the  houses  are  being  connected  to 
the  new  sewers . 


Castle  Gresley ;  Burton  Road . -  Mining  subsidence  in  the  vicinity  of 
Burton  Road  ‘has  affected  the  foul  sewer  to  such  an  extent  that  it  now 
has  a  backfall  in  addition  to  a  fracture,  preventing  the  majority  of 
the  sewage  from  flowing  to  the  disposal  works.  This  causes  occasional 
flooding  to  the  Council  houses,  especially  during  heavy  rains'.  As  a. 
temporary  measure,  for  the  duration  of  the  war,  it  is  proposed  to 
repair  the  fracture,  and  force  the  sewage  through  a  sewer  under  water 
pressure.  A  Sewage  Pumping  Station  will  be  required  to  be  built 
after  the  war  on  a  suitable  site,  to  pump  the  sewage  to  a  sewer  beyond 
the  subsiding  area,  fu 
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Section  C. 


SB  '/ERASE  &  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  (contd). 

Church  Broughton.-  The  decanted  liquor  from  the  sewage  tank  at 
Church  Broughton  discharges  into  the  Limbers  itch  Brook,  and  complaints 
are  received  from  local  farmers.  The  brook  is  being  cleaned  out, 
when  required,  by  the  Council,  and  after  the  war  proposals  for  a  Sewage 
Disposal  Scheme  will  be  considered. 

Hatton . -  Authority  has  been  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  to 
construct  a  new  Sewage  Pumping  Station  on  the  works’  site.  A  tender 
has  been  accepted,  ana  when  the  Pumping  Station  is  completed,  Scropton 
Lane  Sewage  Pumping  Station  will  be  brought  into  operation. 

Hilton. -  Owing  to  complaints  with  regard  to  the  sewage  polluting 
Hilton  Brook,  especially  now  the  Mill  Pool  has  been  drained,  a  9''  pipe 
has  been  laid  for  the  purpose  of  directing  waters  from  the  Hilton  Brook 
into  the  Mill  Race  and  across  the  mouth  of  the  foul  sewer.  The  laying 
of  this  pipe  allows  a  continual  flow'  of  brook  water  to  mingle  wi  th  the 
sewage,  and  in  dry  weather  diluting  the  sewage  at  least  1+00  times ;  in 
wet  weather  this  dilution  is.  greatly  increased.  This  work  has  been 
carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  Trent  Fishery  Board,  anu  is  a 
temporary  expedient  until  after  the  war,  when  a  Sewage  Disposal  //oris 
will  be  constructed. 

Overseal .  -  The  small  Pumping.  Station  erected  for  :the  purpose  of  pumping 
The  effluent  from  the  filter  to  obtain  double  filtration  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  is  now  in  operation.  The  double-filtrated  effluent,  after 
passing  through  the' -second  humus  tank,  is  decidedly  clearer,  and  pro¬ 
posals  will  be  submitted  for  considerable  extensions  to  these. works, 
on  the  principle  of  double-filtration,  at  the  first  opportunity  after 
the  war.  To  satisfy  tlie  complaints  of  Messrs.  Harrison  and  King 
with  regard  to  the  pollution  of  the  brookcourse,  the  Council  have 
fenced  off  the  brook  on  both  sides  to  prevent  the  cattle  from  drinking 
the  water,  and  a  cattle  drinking  trough  has  been  built  in  the  field  to 
their  requirements. 

. Rep.ton,-  Maintenance  repair  work  and  minor  alterations  are  still  being 
carried  out  for  the  purpose  of  efficient  working  of  these  works. 
Considerable  alterations  will,  however,  be  proposed  to  be  carried  out 

after  the  war.  ; 

Sunny  Hill,  Stenson  (34  houses).-  Owing  to  the  flooding  of  the  31+  houses 
during  heavy  rainstorms ,  due  to  the  surcharging  of  the  foul  sewer  with 
storm  water,  the  Council  propose  to  rearrange  the  disposal  of  the 
sewage  from  these  houses  to  avoid  further  flooding  from  the  sewers. 

For  the  duration  o.'.  the  war  it  is  proposed  to  build  a  storm  relief 
manhole  with  sewer,  discharging  into  the  ditch  leading  to  Hell  Brook. 

Millington , -  The  work  on  the  construction  of  the  Sewerage  and  Sewage 
Disposal  Scheme  for  this  parish  is  proceeding  very  slowly,  due  to  the 
Contractors  being  unable  to  obtain  the  necessary  labour,  owing  to  the 
war.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  certain  portions  of  the  scheme  will 
be  brought  into  operation  in  the  very  near  future. 

Woodville  -  Occupation  Road  Pumping  Station.-  Owing  to  continual 
mining  subsidence  underneath  the  existing  Pumping  Station,  its 
efficiency  has  been  impaired  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  it  useless. 
Owing  to  the  urgency  of  the  matter  an  application  has  been  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  permission  to  construct  a  new  Pumping  Station 
in  the  -vicinity.  Immediately  the  Minister  of  Health’s  permission 
has  been  received,  tenders  will  be  invited,  ano.  work  commenced  as  soon 
as  possible .  .
